Seal industry at risk 

Feds vow to back Atlantic hunters in wake of EU's proposed ban

The sealing industry in the At¬ 
lantic Region could face some 
troubling times ahead. 

The European Union yesterday 
proposed regulations to ban seal 
products. 

“Seal products coming from 
countries which practise cruel 
hunting methods must not be al¬ 
lowed to enter the EU,” said Eu¬ 
ropean Environment commis¬ 
sioner Stavros Dimas. 

This includes products that 
travel through Europe to other 
countries importing seal prod¬ 
ucts. 

Robert Cahill, executive direc¬ 
tor of the Fur Institute of Cana¬ 
da, says sealers won’t have a 
problem with the regulations as 
long as the EU sticks to the sci¬ 
ence of what’s cruel and hu¬ 
mane. 

“It has to be based on science 
and the opinions of veterinarians 
rather than on how it looks,” he 
said. “Because the killing of any 
animal doesn’t look good.” 

If the regulations turn into an 


all-out ban on seal products to 
the European Union, it will be 
“devastating” for Atlantic Cana¬ 
da and the sealing industiy, he 
said. 

Loyola Hearn, Canada’s fish¬ 
eries minister, said in a press re¬ 
lease that the federal govern¬ 
ment will review how the pro¬ 
posed regulations will apply to 
Canada. 

“Our position remains that any 
ban on a humanely conducted 
hunt, such as Canada’s, is with¬ 
out cause,” Hearn said. 

He said adopting broad regula¬ 
tions to ban products from a re¬ 
sponsible, sustainable and well- 
regulated hunt is a slippery 
slope. 

“We will continue to stand up 
for sealers to protect the Canadi¬ 
an sealing industiy and our mar¬ 
kets,” he said. 

Paul Watson, founder of the 
American-based Sea Shepherd 
Conservation Society, who has 
made headlines with his crew for 
their aggressive protests of the 
Canadian seal hunt, said the 
news of the proposed ban is a 
victoiy for the seal population 
and will bring down the industry

Spring Garden a walker’s haven?

Last Saturday, at the end 
of the Jazz Festival, Spring 
Garden Road was shut 
down for car traffic and 
opened up to walkers. 

It’s something we could 
be seeing a lot more of. 

News of construction on 
Spring Garden Road to 
make it more pedestrian- 
friendly has brought up 
questions of whether Hali¬ 
fax should do what many 
other cities do — ban vehi¬ 
cles from some central ur¬ 
ban streets. 

Many cities, particularly 
in Europe, close streets for 
designated times — such 
as Sundays, evenings or 
summer months. It often 
leads to more people flood¬ 
ing into the area. 

“It’s a fantastic idea,” 
said Andy Fillmore, urban 
design project manager for 
HRM. 

“Closing streets on a 
temporary basis is exactly 
the kind of thing that pro¬ 
gressive, smart, artful 
cities are doing all around 
the world. We need to do it 
more and we need to 
streamline the process.” 

Fillmore said HRM By 
Design calls for street clo¬ 
sures to be made more 



Chapman. “It’s nice to 
have those little pockets in 
the city where it’s just for 
people.” 

But Shwaan Hutton did¬ 
n’t think it was practical to 
shut down Spring Garden 
Road because it’s such a 
busy artery of transporta¬ 
tion.

vamped Spring Garden Road 
the parking spots will be re¬ 
moved, the walkways will be 
wider and there will be more 
room for things like sidewalk 
patios. 

• "We're delighted about it. 
We've been waiting for it since 
the 60s," said Bernie Smith, 
president of the Spring Gar¬ 
den Area Business Association 
"We hopefully can make 
Spring Garden a much more 
people-friendly place than it is 
now." 

• Narrower streets could pose 
some problems for restaurants 
and bars that unload products 
from trucks through their 
front doors. But Yanchyshyn 
said possible solutions include 
designating early morning 
hours as loading times, or 
moving them to side streets.

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Schrader pleads guilty 
to sex assault charges 

Will undergo sexual offender assessment before October sentencing

Douglas James Roy Schrad¬ 
er yesterday pleaded 
guilty to charges of 
fondling women’s breasts 
on four different occasions 
and masturbating in pub¬ 
lic. 

He was arrested Jun. 25 
and charged with four 
counts of sexual assault 
and two counts of com¬ 
mitting an indecent act. 

During the months of 
May and June, the 22-year- 
old Dartmouth resident 
reportedly approached 
four different women at 
different times in the 
south end of Halifax and 
grabbed their breasts. 

In another instance, he 
knocked on a woman’s 
apartment door and when 
she opened it, masturbat¬ 
ed in front of her. 

In a recent interview be¬ 
fore entering his plea, 
Schrader told Metro he 
was on drugs at the time 
of the incidents. 

He said he had bought 
some pills from a friend 
and took them five times. 

Four of the five times 
were when the sexual as¬ 
saults occurred, he said. 

Schrader said the way 
he acted during this time 
was “the complete oppo¬ 
site” of the kind of person 
he really is. 

“I would go up to people 
— even guys — and think 


they’re my friends and try 
to hang off them and peo¬ 
ple would push me away,” 
he said. 

Crown attorney Chris¬ 
tine Driscoll said Schrader 
will undergo a sexual of¬ 
fender assessment some¬ 
time in September before 


he returns to court for a 
sentencing hearing on 
Oct. 23. 

“With someone like Mr 
Schrader, who’s some¬ 
what unusual in that he 
doesn’t have a lengthy 
record and there are so 
many charges, we really 


want to see what’s going 
on with him and what’s 
leading to the behaviour,” 
she said. 

She said the Crown will 
reserve comment on 
whether or not they will 
look for jail time for 
Schrader, until the sexual 


offender assessment and 
pre-sentence report are 
complete. 

Schrader has a criminal 
record dating back to 2004 
with convictions for theft, 
mischief, breaching pro¬ 
bation and fraud under 
$5,000.

Local apple tech not worming 
its way into provincial market

STORAGE It’s apple technolo¬ 
gy invented and manufac¬ 
tured here — and sold 
around the world — but lo¬ 
cal apple growers won’t go 
near it. 

Robert Prange with the 
Agriculture and Agri-Food 
Canada, invented a system 
to store apples up to eight 
months instead of the tradi¬ 
tional two or three without 
chemicals. 

“What we want to do is 
find that lowest possible 
oxygen, allowing us to store 
fruits and vegetables longer 
than we normally would,” 
said Prange in a phone in¬ 


something they don’t see.” 

It uses only a controlled 
atmosphere, instead of 
chemicals, to store the ap¬ 
ples and that could be the 
problem, he said. 

“The local industiy has 
not adopted that (organic) 
attitude,” he said. 

Local apple packers tend 
to use a combination of a 
controlled atmosphere and 
fungicide to store apples for 
around one year. 

Michael Van Meekeren 
with Glooscap Apples said 
they haven’t used Prange’s 
HarvestWatch system, but 
feel it has a place in the in¬ 
dustry, especially in Europe. 

It’s just not cost effective 
for them to switch their 
storage system, he said.

Developing the huge 
amounts of newly 
assessed Arctic oil and nat¬ 
ural gas reserves amounts 
to ‘‘playing with fire as far 
as nature is concerned/’ 
says the head of a Canadi¬ 
an citizens’ group. 

Tony Clarke, executive di¬ 
rector of the Ottawa-based 
Polaris Institute, was com¬ 
menting on yesterday’s re¬ 
port by the U.S. Geological 
Survey (USGS) estimating 
the area north of the Arctic 
Circle has 90 billion barrels 
of “technically recoverable” 
oil and 1,670 trillion cubic 
feet of natural gas. It was 
the first-ever assessment of 
the entire area north of the 
Arctic Circle.

Karadzic to defend himself 

Former Serb leader accused of genocide, war crimes

Radovan Karadzic will con¬ 
duct his own defence at 
the Hague tribunal and is 
convinced he will be 
cleared of charges of 
genocide, relatives and as¬ 
sociates of the war crimes 
suspect said yesterday 

Karadzic, leader of the 
Bosnian Serbs in the 1992- 
95 Bosnia war, was arrest¬ 
ed in Serbia on Monday af¬ 
ter 11 years on the run. 

He was one of three re¬ 
maining war crimes fugi¬ 
tives from the Yugoslav 
wars, their arrest a condi¬ 
tion for Serbia to move to¬ 
wards European Union 
membership. 

He is now in a Belgrade 
prison awaiting extradi¬ 
tion to The Hague, which 
could come this weekend. 

Karadzic’s lawyer in Ser¬ 
bia, Svetozar Vujacic, said 
his client was in good men¬ 
tal and physical condition. 
He was not talking to in¬ 
vestigators, but “defending 
himself with silence.” 

“He is going to have a le¬ 
gal team in Serbia but will 


defend himself during his 
trial at The Hague.” 

Karadzic is twice indict¬ 
ed for genocide for the 
massacre of 8,000 Bosnian 
Muslims in the town of 
Srebrenica in 1995 and for 


the 43-month siege of Sara¬ 
jevo. 

Some 11,000 people died 
in the city from sniper fire, 
mortar attacks, starvation 
and illness. 

Karadzic had wanted 


Serb areas of Bosnia to be 
linked to Serbia and other 
Serb-dominated areas at a 
time when Slobodan Milo¬ 
sevic was fanning national¬ 
ism in Serbia.

Gas, food price hikes 
wipe out wage gains 


INFLATION Soaring fuel and 
food costs caused con¬ 
sumer prices to shoot up in 
June — marking the largest 
surge in inflation in nearly 
three years and effectively 
erasing the bulk of wage 
gains earned by Canadians 
over the last year. 

Statistics Canada report¬ 
ed that consumer prices

Banned sprinter 
named to team 

Katerina Tlianou, banned 
for doping violations at 
the 2004 Olympics, has 
been included in Greece’s 
squad for the Beijing 
Games but whether the 
sprinter will run remains 
to be seen. 

With the deadline for 
qualifying set for 
yesterday, Thanou, who 
failed a drug test on the 
eve of the Athens Games, 
will have her place on the 
Hellenic Ol 5 nnpic Gommit- 
tee’s squad confirmed.

Kayaker Adam van 
Koeverden carried the 
flag in the closing 
ceremonies for Canada at 
the 2004 Athens 
Olympics. Now, he'll be 
carrying the Maple Leaf 
back into the stadium for 
the 2008 Beijing Games. 

Van Koeverden was an¬ 
nounced yesterday morn¬ 
ing at a news conference in 
Montreal as Ganada’s flag 
bearer at the opening cere¬ 
monies at the Aug. 8-24 Bei¬ 
jing Summer Olympics. 
The Ganadian team was of¬ 
ficially announced yester¬ 
day at two news confer¬ 
ences. 

“I don’t see it so much as 
leading but as represent¬ 
ing,” van Koeverden said 
via satellite from his local 
club in Oakville. “We’re all 
marching in together. 
Eveiybody’s a leader.” 

Judoka Nicolas Gill car¬ 
ried the Ganadian flag at 


more than 
honoured and privi¬ 
leged. It fills me 
with so much pride 
to (carry the flag).”

the opening ceremonies at 
the 2004 Summer Games 
in Athens. Hockey player 
Danielle Goyette was the 
Ganadian flag-bearer at the 
2006 Winter Games in 
Turin, Italy. 

“I’m more than hon¬ 
oured and privileged. It fills 
me with so much pride to 
(cany the flag),” said van 
Koeverden. “I can’t wait.” 

Van Koeverden had too 
strong a resume to be ig¬ 
nored and was chosen over 
a group of other possible 
candidates that included 
equestrian Ian Millar of 
Perth, Ont., who at 61 is 


competing in a record-ty¬ 
ing ninth Ol 5 nnpics; diver 
Alexandre Despatie of Mon¬ 
treal, an Olympic silver 
medallist and former world 
champion; and triathlete 
Simon Whitfield, the 2000 
Sydney Ol 5 mipic champion. 

Van Koeverden will be 
Ganada's best medal hope 
in Beijing, as the reigning 
Ol 5 nnpic and world cham¬ 
pion, as well as world 
record holder in the men’s 
K-1 500 metres. He has 
been a force on the World 
Gup this season, winning 
five of six races (three in 
the K-1 500, two in the K-1, 
1,000), and capturing a 
bronze in the other K-1, 
1,000. 


The 26-year-old from the 
Burloak Ganoe Glub in 
Oakville, Ont., also has the 
kind of attitude that the 
GOG is hoping will be in¬ 
stilled in athletes as they 
move towards the 2010 
Vancouver Olympics and 
beyond. Asked about the 
pressure of competing for 
Ganada, van Koeverden’s 
response was: “Bring it on.” 

“You should be stressed 
out about racing for Gana¬ 
da,” he said earlier this 
year. “People are watching. 
You should perform. It’s 
your job to perform. It’s 
your job to run 100 metres 
or throw a javelin or pad¬ 
dle a kayak.” 

Van Koeverden is well re¬ 


spected among his peers. 
Among those who were 
pulling for him to get the 
job of flag bearer was Glara 
Hughes, the only Ganadian 
to ever win medals in both 
the winter and summer 
Ol 5 mipics. She will likely be 
a top candidate for the ho¬ 
nour at the 2010 Games. 

“I think he is the perfect 
choice because he is an ath¬ 
lete not afraid to put him¬ 
self on the line — any¬ 
where, any time, against 
anyone,” said Hughes. “His 
energy, drive and confi¬ 
dence is the perfect mix for 
the athlete leading the 
Ganadian team into the 
Beijing Oljmipics.”

A humble life for Canning 


Anchorman

Broken Social Scenester says solo effort is released one year late

Though he may not have 
the sensationalist surre¬ 
alism of Big Brother, 
Brendan Canning doesn’t 
mind inviting you into 
his modest world. 

The bass-playing Broken 
Social Scene co-founder 
and former member of 
1990s Canadian alt-rock 
group hHead recently fin¬ 
ished recording his solo 
album, Something for All 
Of Us (release Tuesday), 
the second project under 
the Broken Social Scene 
Presents moniker that 
showcases individual 
work — as individual as it 
gets with them, anj^ay — 
from the Toronto-based in¬ 
die collective’s members. 

Much like the group’s 
previous side projects, BSS 
alumni contributions (co¬ 
founder Kevin Drew, An¬ 
drew Whiteman, Justin 
Peroff, Ohad Benchetrit, 
the gang’s all here) are 
ubiquitous on Canning’s 
diverse album, and in the 
same vein as Whiteman’s 
National Anthem of 
Nowhere under the Apos¬ 
tle of Hustle brand, pro¬ 
duction was meticulous 
and slow-moving, so much 
so that Something For All 
Of Us came out one year 
late. 

Canning’s opus was to 
coincide with the release 
of the other existing BSS 
Presents title, Drew’s Spir¬ 
it If..., which dropped last 
September, though an ear¬ 
lier version of Canning’s 
album leaked online in 
June. 

“I’ve never been the 
greatest at making dead¬ 
lines,” laughs Canning, 38. 
“I wasn’t surprised about 
the leak either. I just was-

n’t happy with the minute 
details of some of the

But while Drew kept his 
effort under lock and key. 
Canning was quite open 
to revealing his process, 
allowing Bruce McDonald, 
director of 1996 mocku- 
mentary Hard Core Logo, 
into the studio to film the 
closing days of Canning 
assembling his diverse ar¬ 
ray of driving bassy under¬ 
currents and unpreten¬ 
tious bangers, such as sin¬ 
gle Hit the Wall. Titled 
The Raw Side Of Brendan 
Canning, the documen¬ 
tary is tentatively set to 
air on IFC in the fall. 

“It’s weird having a 
camera crew around when 
you’re trying to record. 
You get self-conscious, but 
Bruce and I have worked 
before. We’re friends and 
he’s very respectful,” he 
said. 

“I guess I could have got¬ 
ten myself arrested or 
drugged up or angrily 
smashed stuff to make 
better television, but I let 
it be. 

“What can I tell you? It’s 
an unapologetic look at 
the humble life of a musi¬ 
cian in the middle class 
suburbs.”

London bombings inspire movie 


A film inspired by the 2005 
London suicide bombings 
that killed 52 people ex¬ 
plores the mistrust they 
stoked between communi¬ 
ties and how Islamist radi¬ 
cals threatened to drown 
out the voice of moderate 
Muslims. 

Shoot on Sight, starring 
Greta Scacchi, is set in the 
capital just after the July 7 
bombings and follows the 
stoiy of a Muslim police of¬ 
ficer thrust into the lime¬ 
light when a Muslim man 
is mistaken for a bomber 
and shot dead. 

Tariq Ali, played by Indi¬ 
an actor Naseeruddin 
Shah, finds himself caught 


between police officers 
who are prejudiced against 
him because of his race 
and religion and a Muslim 
community that shuns 
him for betrajdng them. 

“They don’t trust him in 
the department because he 
is a Muslim and they don’t 
trust him at the mosque 
because he is a police offi¬ 
cer,” director Jagmohan 
Mundhra told Reuters 
ahead of the film’s release 
in Britain on Aug. 22. 

“I have always admired 
British society for being 
the most tolerant. It’s not 
just lip service, they have 
actually done it. 

“Then the actions of a 


few suddenly start causing 
this chasm. It becomes us 
versus them, and I think 
all these years of blending, 
suddenly, in one night, 
comes to naught.” 

Mundhra, an Indian Hin¬ 
du, was in London at the 
time of the attacks on the 
underground train system 
and a bus, and noticed how 
people’s attitude to him 
changed because he was 
assumed by many to be a 
Muslim from South Asia. 

Later the same month, a 
Brazilian man mistakenly 
believed to be a suicide 
bomber was shot dead by 
police.
